WHEREAS, The veterans of the Vietnam War fought courageously in a foreign
land at a time of extreme danger; regrettably, when they returned home after doing
their duty for their country, many found that they were not respected nor was their
service appreciated; and

Motorcycle Run is an expression by its participants that Texas Vietnam War veterans
do indeed deserve respect for their service and a fitting Welcome Home; now,
therefore, be it

RESOLVED, That the Senate of the State of Texas, 81st Legislature, hereby
